I am 
referring to the television documentary titled "Eliza­ 
beth Taylor In Ix>ndon." which will be telecast by CBS 
on Oct. 6 The Chemstrand Corp. picked up the spon­ 
sorship for a reported $600,000 and now wants to 
share Miss Taylor for a mere $300,000.

NBC looked around for a suitable personality to 
put up against the lady and her travelogue. They 
decided on Willie Mays as the only on* who stood a 
chance of out-drawing her at the TV box office. The 
program is a documentary titled "A Man Named Mays," 
produced by Lee Mendelson Productions.

The entire staff of the Judy Garland show has been 
axed starting just under Miss Garland and including 
her husband Sid Luft. who recently made headlines 
by trying to crawl back over the fence. Observers who 
predicted the tremulous star wouldn't be able to keep 
up the weekly TV pace shook their heads and looked 
wise, but the show will continue production with Nor­ 
man Jewison at the head, plus writers Arne Sultan 
and Marvin Worth and an entire new staff. Their con­ 
tracts are for eight shows.

If Miss Garland spins before the series is com­ 
pleted, CBS figures it will show what it has as "spec­ 
ials." The series premieres on Sept. 29.

Quote of the Season: "I think those whose tele­ 
vision tastes are in the majority are really over-pro­ 

grammed. You can turn on the television set, part* 
ticularly at prime time, and you may have a choice 
between a horse opera and an old movie but these 
are all appealing basically to the same tastes and I 
think there it too much of it."

Probably. They were spoken by the new FCC chief, 
E. William Henry.
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
